BOUNDARIES.

Marion county is bounded on the
north by the Willamette river and
Butte créek which separates it from
Clackumas county; on the east by
Clackamas county und the Cascade
mountalns, which sepurate it from
Whaseo county; on the south by the
| Bantiam river and the north fork of
{the Rantinm, separating it from
Linn connty,and on the west by the
Willamette river.

PHYRICAL FORMATION,

The county containg, Includiog
valley, prairie and mountain lands,
about HB00,000 actes.

There are two mumin divisions, the
mountain and the valley. The
Intter extends from the Willnmette
river to the fool of the Cuscade
mountaing, o distance of about fir-
teen miles.

The mountainous portion contains
some fourteen townships of mostly
unsurveyed land; lying In a strip
twelve miles north und south by
forty miles east and west, and com-
prises all classes of land, from rich
narrow valleys in the passes, up
through all the grades of rolling,
hilly and broken, to that of rock-
bound canyons and insceessible
craggy peaks. It is generally heavily
timbered, and in the near future
will be valuable for its lumber sup-
plies. These hills and mountains
wiford a wonderful summer range
for stock, and many of the more en-
terprising furmers are availing them-
selves of this opportunity, snd when
the eold frosts of autumn approach,
the stock are brought out to fresh
pastures, thus enubling them to sur-
vive the winter storms with lttle
oare.
